The rule for the assessment of dam- 
ages to lands taken for railroad pur- 
poses, with regard to the benefit to 
tbe land arleing from the 

on of the road,as sett io this 

fate, is: The jury shall not deduct 
from, or set. off against, the damages 


special to the land, a part of which is 


tuken, any bencfits arising from the 
railroad under construction, which 
are common to the owner and ail 
other persons in the vicinity; but 
may deduct or set off any benefit pe- 
culiar to the land. 

The owner ix entitled to reeover, 
forthe expense of any additional 
fencing of cultivated lands, made 
necessary by reason of the construc- 
tion of the road; but as he is rot re- 
quired by law to fence uncleared or 
uncultivated land. and the expense 
of fencing such, should it at any fu- 
ture time be cleared or cultivated, is 
too remote and uncertain to be es- 
timated, the same sbould not be 
taken into consideration. 

If by the construction of the road, 
water be ponded upon the land the 
Owner may recover damaves if the 
ponding be the result of the obstruc- 
tion of a natural or artifielal drain 
way; otherwise ifthe ponding be the 
result of an alteration of the previous 
grade of the land, caused by the con- 
stitution of the road bed. 

The danger that the cars of the 
railroad company may injure the cat 
tle of the land owner without negli- 
gence is not peculiar to the land 
owner, a part of whose land is taken 
but common toall who own cattle 
near the line of the road ; and as the 
owner is not required to abate the 
damages to bis land, on account of 
any benefit he may derive from the 
road in common with adjacent land 
owners, he is not entitled to be com- 
pensated for any damages which are 
in like manner common.

CANDIDATES. 


The period for nominations of 
county candidates is near at hand, 
and the anxieties of hope and ambi- 
tion are agitating many a fluttering 
heart. Itisa grievous pity that the 
hackneyed verse of Burns did often 
have a home application, 


O, wad some power the gift to gie us 
To see ourselves as ithers see us. 


Then the State would be saved 
x0 many voluntary offerings upon 
the altar of patriotism. 
would take so different a view of their 
merits that they would linger in the 
back ground until the discerning eye 
of the people would force them out 
from their obscurity. If there is 
merit in a man popular sense is quick 
to find it out. But unfortunately 
the people are hardly given time to 
express their preferences; the bidders 
for popular favor, the loud clamorers 
flaunt their merits and hawk their 
Claims in the common political mar- 
Ket and force themselves upon the 
public by the force of noise and assu- 
rance or the more secret arts of in- 
trigue. Seldom does the public voice 
tairly find expression. 

{f ever there was a time when the 
people should be wise in the selec- 
tion of their servants it is in their 
nominations for the next Legisla- 
ture. Weassume it as a fact that 
the amendments will be adopted. 
Then the whole body of the present 7 
statute law must undergo revision. 
It ought to be understood in time that 
this is no work for tyros. Laws, af- 
fecting rights of person and property, 
require knowledge and experience in 
the operation of laws in their relation 
to the fundamental provisions of the 
constitution to make them clear, un- 
embarrassed and permanent. It was 
the great defect of the constitution of 
1868 that so much of it is obscure 
and conflicting that if it stands the 
Supreme Court will never make an 
end of clearing up contradictions ; 
and that actsof the Legislature are 
so continually the subject of amend- 
ment because it is impossible to con- 
form legislative acts to fundamental 
principles themselves undetermined 
and contradictory. 

Theamendments proposed simplify 
and make sure much of what was ob- 
scure in the present constitution. . 
If adopted, then some assurance may | 
be had of the clearness and perma- 
nence of laws. But the class of men 
to do this work ought to be of a high 
order. No mere personal popularity 
or question of availability should di- | 
vert attention from the important 


fact that the legislation required will 


demand men of more than ordinary 
knowledge, experience and prudence. 
And we therefore hope in the selee- 


tion of candidates that the nomina-}}- 


ting bodies will not be hurried into 
precipitated or heedless selections. | 
Good and experienced men can be 
found in all professions and avoca- 
tions; but let no prejudices exclude 
the lawyers from a fair share in the 


representation, since they, by study 


and practice, are all important to 
give direction to the shape of legisla- 
tion. 


THE POINTS AT ISSUE. 


The constant iteration of the same 
subjects necessarily tire, and the pub- 
lic are in danger of being wearied 
out with the stereotyped presence of 
certain names and transactions upon 
the public journals. This may be so, 
yet the public are sensible of their 
interests, they must bear with pa- 
tience what will be their political 
food for six months tofecome. There 
is only one way of showing the 
country how much it has been im- 
posed upon, how much it has been 
pillaged, how much it has been op- 
pressed, how much it has been dis- 
honored, and that is by exposing the 
authors of its shame and its disasters, 

It may never again occur in the po- 
litical history of the country that one 
party will have the long hold of 
power which has been allotted to the 
Republican party. It will certainly 
never happen again that a party will 
exercise its power so long unclial- 
lenged and unchecked. No such 
combination of elements will ever 
happen again that will enable any 
party to hold the popular ear by its 
false pretensions, dazzle its eye by its 
splendid extravagance, or, as in a 
large part of the nation, stifle its 
voice by the powers of repression ac- 
corded to it under the peculiar cir- 
cumstances of the times. But this 
long possession of power, and this 
peculiar hold upon the publie mind, 
has wrought out that result which 
now brings up investigation. Per- 
fectly free from restraint, in no fear 
of scrutiny, in financial impregna- 
bility of position, the Republican 
party has brought ruin down upon 
its own head. In its ranks all are 
not corrupt, and its own friends cry 
out against itsenormities. The Dem- 
ocrats are justified, therefore, in their 
pursuit of measures of reform to Keep 
alive the memory of men and of 
transactions which have brought the 
deplorable revolution in national 
morality and prosperity. For the 
rest of the year the names and the 
offences of these conspirators against 
the people must be exposed in the 
pillory of the press. If tiresome to 
the eve, the exposure will produce no 
reaction of popular sympathy.
